The plan of opera- 
tions is said to be that companies of six to 
thirteen sharpers have, in many cases, gone 
out to the unsettled districts of Iowa, organ- 
ized counties, elected themselves county offi- 
cers, levied exorbitant county taxes on the 
lands, principally hold by non-residents, col- 
lected and disbursed the money for their pri- 
vate advantage. 

With a county judge and a county board, 
selected from among themselves, it is an easy 
matter to mako appropriations for services 
never performed, work never done, material 
never needed. In a certain county north of 
Port Dodge, in which heavy taxes have for 
several years been levied, collected, and ex- 
pended, last year there wero cast but nine 
votes, and thoso all by offieo holders, who, of 
course, voted for themselves. 



More Dkvklopme^ts Ahoi t Bull Run. 
In the House of Representatives a resolution 
to appoint a stenographer to serve in the 
Committee on the Conduct of the War, in- 
duced a sharp debate on this topic, in which

Fluctuation in Prices. 
The Boston Commercial Bulletin gives the 
following statistics of tha fluctuations in the 
prices of some of the principal articles of 
consumption, between the years 181'J and 
1862: 

Prices generally were highest in 181!) and 
lowest in 1843. Beef was highest in 1855 and 
lowest in 184.1. Its average price for 10 suc- 
cessive years was below SO per brl. Pork was 
highest in 1837 and lowest in 1845. Its' 
average prico for 10 successive years was 
below $12 per brl. Codfish was highest in 
1850 and lowest in 1843. Flour, that most 
sensitive of articles, was highest in 1837; an 
importation of breadstuff* into the United 
States, to the amount of £5,000,000, having oc- 
curred in that year. It was lowest in 1821. 
Its average price for 44 years has beon SO 40 
per brl. Rice, which is an article of food with 
two-thirds of the human race, was highest in 
1819 and lowest in 1844. Coffee was highest 
in 1810 and lowcH in 1849. In the latter year 
it was sold at about the same prico as the 
duty levied upon it at the Custom-Ilouse prior i 
to 1833. Its nverage for the last 30 years has ' 
been about 9c. per pound, Tho consumption 
of coffee in tho United States hns increased 
since 1S34 from 544,000,000 to 251.000,000 of 
pounds. In 1834, the consumption was 3 
pounds per head ; in 1858 it was 8 pounds. 
Tea was highest in 1832 and lowest in 1855. 
The consumption of this artice has increased 
from 13,000.000 of pounds, in 1834 to 9B,fl00,- 
000 in 1858. Its average prico for the last 
dozen years has been below 38c. per pound. 
The average duty levied upon it at the Cus- 
tom-House, prior to 1833. was 32c. Muscova- 
do sugarwas highest in 1810and lowest in 184?. 
The consumption of sugar in the United States 
has increased from 195.000,000 of pounds in 
183?, to l,000,00D,000of pounds in 1859. Hides 
were highest in 1857 and lowest in 1849. 
Cotton, owing to the blockade consequent up- 
| on the civil war existing in the United States, 
is higher at the present time than during 
any period since the peace of 1815. It was 
lowest in 1845. The difference in tho ex- 
tremes of price i« greater than that of any 
other article, it being 550 percent. The crop 
of this article has increased from 180,000,000 
of pounds in 1821 to 2,200,000,000 in 1800. 
It furnishod more than one-third of our ex- 
ports to foreign countries. Wool, owing to 
the demand for the present war supplies, is 
higher than at any period during the last 44 
years. It was lowest in 1820. The duty 
levied upon it. under the tariff of 1820, was 
14c. per pound, equal to 100 per cent, upon 
prime cost.

prescription, directing powdors, was dispens- 1 
ed. and labeled "quinine." Shortly after the , 
powder was administered to tho Governor. 
In the course of a few minutes it was discov- I 
ed that there was something wrong, and on 
examination the powders were discovered to 1 
be morphine, eight grains of which bad been j 
taken.

1 
should have sooner complied with my prom- 
ise to give you a full account of the coffee 
raised in this county, and its mode of cultiva- 
tion, had I not wished to inform myself fully 
upon the matter, and also, of its real value, 
before writing. Since I saw you at Spring- 
field. 1 have made full inquiry of Mr. Huff- 
man, and of other parties, who have raised 
and tested the article, and I have also tested 
it partially, myself, and can now give you as 
full a statement of its origin, mode of cultiva- 
tion, productiveness, und qualities, as can be 
given from the limited tests it has been in my 
power to give it. Tho information following 
lias been obtained from Mr. Huffman 
where otherwise stated: 

Some three years since, Mr. G. R. Huff- 
man, of this county, received a letter from 
his son. who has been for some time a resi- 
dent of Australia, incksing thirty seeds of a 
plant known thuro as East India Coffee., to- 
gether with directions for its cultivation; 
stating that it had been quite extensively und 
profitably cultivated there, und was fast su- 
perseding all other coffee. 

On the 10th of May, A. D. 1850, Mr. Huff- 
man planted these seeds in ordinary soil, 
without manure, planting the same depth as 
corn, in hills, three feet apart, each way, one 
seed in a hill, and tended it with a hoe.kcep- 
ing the ground loose about the plants, and 
clear of weeds. This crop ripened in August, 
when ho gathered over six thousand seals, 
as it produces more than two hundred to one.

use. Mr. Hoffman pours boiling water over 
it, letting it remain until the skin or husl; is 
loosened, und separates itself from tho seed, 
which then, most generally, divides into two 
parts, then dries it perfectly, then roasts and ' 
grinds it as other cotfee. Mr. Samuel Motlitt, 
the Secretary of our Agricultural Society, 
(county.) states to me that he has tested it in 
his family, and that he considers it fully equal, j 
in flavor, &c, to the best of Rio coffee, and | 
that some members of bis family, who wore '. 
absent from homo when it was prepared, 
could perceive no difference between it and the 
ordinary coffee which they had been using 
daily. B. F. Kiigay, Esq., an attorney of this I 
place, has also tested it, and pronounces it ' 
equal in flavor, and superior in strength, to 
the ftio ciffee. 

I prepared some, furnished me by Mr. 
Huffman, and used it in my own family for | 
two days lust week. At the first drawing, we 
used the same quantity which we ordinarily 
use of the Java coffee, and found it to bo | 
much too strong, of a pleasent, coffee-like j 
flavor, between (as I thought) that* of the 
Java and Kio coffees, more aromatic than the 
Kio, but so strong as to make it rather un- I 
plea-ant to drink. The next drawing we 
made much weaker, and found it to be. in 
our opinion, almost equal to the Java coffee. 
It has also, as far as 1 can tell from the short 
trial, another somewhat peculiar property, 
that is, it docs not become 1lat or insipid from 
re-boiling, but if any change, improves in 
Havor and quality. It is hard to give par- 
ticular statements as to its flavor and quality, 
that being so much a matter of taste. 

l'eople, in various parts of the country, 
have been for a long time, in the habit of 
u-ing various substitutes for coffee, such as 
wheat, rye, corn, ochra, Ac, which some pro- 
n Ounce equal to any colfee. The distinction 
between these substitutes nnd the coffee in 
question, might, perhaps, be stated as follows : 
Leaving the lluvor out of the question as a I 
matter of taste, habit, or use, these former 
substitutes do not possesses ti e essential, in- i 
vigoratim;. stimulating, and nourishing pro- 
perties of the genuine cotfee ; while this bit- 
tern, so far as 1, or others, who havo used it, | 
can tell, possesses them in a superior degree, 
While the flavor although differing somewhat 
from that of other coffee, is still a coffee flavor, I 
easily distinguished as such, and not easily 
distinguished from other coffees, unless bv 
one who know- what it is, and is trying it 
for that purpose. 

Another thing strikes me as being highly 
probable : this coffee which wo have tested is 
prepared from tho fully ripened seed; while, 
although I do not know, I apprehend that tbe 
other coffees are gathered and prepared for 
market in a much greener state; this may 
have som.0 effect on tho article, should future 
and more extended experiments demonstrate 
it? worthiness of" general cultivation. I had 
almost forgotten to state anything about the 
plant on which this cotfee grows. As near as 
1 can gather from the descriptions given me, 
the plant grows to about twenty inches in 
height, with branches spreading in every di- 
rection from the ground up, filled with pods. 
in each of which pods grows one, and some- 
times two seeds, never more than two. The 
leaf is described as resembling that of a honey 
locu«t, but much smaller. 

1 have now given, as fully as possible, from 
description, an account of this article. Of 
course it is yet in its infancy ; it may provu 
valueless, comparatively speaking, but I can- 
not help but think that it is destined to prove 
of much greater advantago to the country 
than anything which has recently been in- 
troduced, not excepting the Sorghum and 
Iniphee.

Arrival of the Niagara. 

Halifax, Feb. 22. 
The Niagara, from Liverpool on the 8th 
and Queenstown on the 0th, arrived this I 

evening, brings two days later news. 

Six sets of Parliamentary papers on thecivil j 
war in America have been laid before the ; 
British Parliament, and about forty official j 
communications about the Tuscarora and \ 
Nashville. 

Among the official correspondence laid 
before Parliament was Earl Russell's declara- 
tion to the Southern Commissioners that Eng- 
land could not acknowledge the Confederate 
States until the war or further negotiations 
more clearly determined their position. 

Mr. Gregory, in the Commons, denounced 
the blockade as a mere paper one. 

The Sumter was detained at Gibraltor 
she had experienced difficulty in obtaining 
coal.

It appears that in January, 1862, Earl 
Russell instructed Lord Lyon's, if Lincoln's 
Cabinet asked for advice, to reply that Bng- 
land declined, unless both parties apply for 
counsel. 

Earl Russell reports tho substance of his 
conversation with Yancey, Yost, and Mann, 
who urged tho recognition of tho Southern 
Confederacy. His answer was that England 
would observe strict neutrality; that Her 
Majesty could not acknowledge the independ- 
ence of the new States until the fortunes of 
war or peace or negotiation shall more clearly I 
determine tho respective positions of the two 
belligerents. 

In December, when war, appeared to be j 
probable between England and America, 
Lord Lyons was directed to speak with Mr. 
Seward about letters of marque, and to say- 
that, in case of war. Great Britain is willing 
to abolish privateering if the President will 
make a similar engagement. 

In the House of Lords Earl Carnavan in- 
quired as to the truth of the arrest and im- 
prisonment of a Canadian subject named 
Shepherd, by order of Secretary Seward. He 
commented severely- on the conduct of tho 
United States if the facts were correctly report- 
ed, especially the demand that Shepherd should 
take the oath of allegiance. 

Earl Russell was understood to say that the 
main facts were correctly reported, but Sew- 
ard stated to Lord Lyons that the oath was 
tendered to Shepherd under the belief that he 
was an American citizen. 

Earl Carnavan said he should certainly 
move for the purpose. He hoped the Gov- 
ernment would not be content with remon- 
strances, but would also demand compensa- 
tions. 

Advices from Gibraltar says that parties in 
the coaling business there resolved not to 
supply the Sumter with coal, except for 
gas. The paper offered was deemed insuffi- 
cient. 

Nautical men say the Sumter has no fight 
in her. 

The London Times says the American 
people in"the last six months have contrived 
to spend more money in a shorter time than 
any other people on the face of the globe, 
and argues that the subjugation of the South I 
and future reunion has become impossible.

Indianapolis, Feb. 22. 
Twelve hundred Fort Donelson prisoners 
arrived here this afternoon, and eighteen 
hundred more will arrive to-morrow. They 
will all be quartered at Camp Morton. Gen. 
Buckner and staff are also en route for this 
place via Louisville. 

Baltimore, Feb. 22. 

The military display to-day was very large. 
Some six thousand men were reviewed by 
General Dix. and paraded through the city. 
Tho forces would have been larger, but for 
the great number sent from hero within a 
few dars. 



AvcvsTA, Feb. 18. 

Mr, Paul arrived here to-night from Nash- 
ville. He says that Fort Donelson fell on 
Sunday morning, and that General Johnston 
had telegraphed to tho enemy and offered to 
surrender Nashville, on condition that private 
property would bo respected. No answer 
was received, but the majority of the citizens 
seemed willing to those conditions. A large 
number of persons had left the city. 13,000 
Federal troops were stationed at Fort Donel- 
son, and 20,000 were at Clarksville. The rivor 
was rising so that the gunboats could reach 
Nashville. A large amount of Government 
stores will fall into the hands of the enemy. 

Most of the roliing stock will probably bo 
saved. 

Richmond, Va., Feb. 18. 

In tho Senate, R. M. T. Hunter was elected 
President, pro tern., and Jos. H. Nash, of 
South Carolina, was elected Clerk.

The Senate, yesterday and to-day, has had 
under consideration, in executive session, a 
message from the President, embracing an 
important commission for our Minister in 
Mexico, Mr. Corwin. Tho proposition to pay 
the public debt of Mexico was particularly 
under discussion. 

Col. Richardson, from the House Military

Southern Confederacy; in short, to punish 
the leaders in this rebellion, and under no 
pretext to let them escape. 

Brigadier General Thomas Williams has 
been released from duty in the department of 
North Carolina, and ordered to report to 
General Butler. 

Herald' s Dispatch — Te executive session of 
the Senate was chiefly occupied to-day with 
the consideraticui of our relations with Mexi- 
co, without coming to any conclusion on the 
subject. 

The report of Senator Sumner, Chairman 
of the Committee 'on Foreign Relations, on the 
existing Mexican imbroglio and the duty of our 
Government, is said to be an extremely clear 
and conclusive exposition of the whole posi- 
tion. It is believed that the recommendations 
of this report will be adopted by theSenate. 

Fop.t Monro k, Feb. 20. 
Notice having been received by General 
Wool that some four hundred exchanged pris- 
oners would be sent down tho James river 
yesterday, the George Washington and Ex- 
press left at about noon for the appointed 
meeting place. The fog did not lift till late 
in the evening. This morning, at sunrise, 
the expected prisoners made their appearance 
on the Alma Ellison, which, it seemed, had 
also anchored for tho night a few miles above 
us. The prisoners were transferred to our 
boats. 

A flag of truce to Craney Island, this after- 
noon, took several passengers down, and 
brought back the crew of the steamer Fingal, 
which ran the blockade of Savannah, some 
time since, with a valuable cargo. 

No news of interest was received.

The Savannah Morning News has a special 
dispatch from Charleston, saying that the 
Captain of tho Schooner Theodore, captured 
on Friday, by the Yankees, in Bull Bay, has 
escaped. He says that the Yankees would 
capture and destroy Savannah this week, and 
Charleston soon afterwards. 

The latest intelligence from Savannah is, 
that the Federal vessels are gaining ground 
in their efforts to reach the main channel of 
the river, and that the attack would not much 
longer be delayed. 

A private dispatch says that all was quiet 
yesterday morning. 

CniCAGO, Feb. 21. 
Twenty-two hundred Fort Donelson prison- 
ers arrived this morning. Moro are expect- 
ed. 

Fort Monroe, Feb. 21. 

Three flags of truce were sent out to-day. 
It is believed in Norfolk that Savannah has 
been occupied by our forces. This informa- 
tion is thought to be reliable, though no par- 
ticulars are ascertained. 

Notwithstanding the admission that the 
Merrimac is a failure, the latest information 
received is, that two hundred men are at work 
on her. and large quantities of shot and shell 
are going on boatd of her. 

The intention of making an attempt to run 
the blockade has not been given up, and it is 
thoughtthatshe might make her presence here 
within a week. Every preparation has been 
made, and standing orders have been given 
for her reception. There are now four French 
vessels in the roads here. 

New York, Feb. 22. 

Tho Pennsylvania Enquirer of to-day says: 

"It is reported to-day that frauds upon the 
government in articles of clothing and mili- 
tary horse trappings have been discovered, 
amounting to over a million of dollars. No 
names of parties have as yet been made pub- 
lic, but it is indicated that they are from New 
York and Pennsylvania.''

Cairo, Feb. 23. 

On Saturday, orders were issued for tho 
gunboats and troops to be in readiness at 6 
o'clock on Sunday morning for instant depar- 
ture. Promptly at the hour the transports 
Illinois, Continental, and Chancellor were 
steamed up and in readiness. 

The27lh Illinois, Col. Buford, andOth Wis- 
consin, Col. M urphy. quickly departed. About 
8 o'clock, the flagship Cincinnati signaled the 
fleet and steamed down the river, followed by 
the Carondolot, Concstoga, and St. Louis, two 
mortar boats, and the transports. 

Shortly before reaching Columbus, the line 
of battle" was formed. When within a mile 
and a half of Columbus, the transports were put 
in readiness for disembarkation. 

At this moment a shot was fired from the 
enemy's works, after which a flag of truce put 
out, and the rebel officers went aboard the 
flag ship. The conference lasted an hour and 
a half, but the results attained are not yet 
known. It is sufficient that, at the expiration 
of the time, the flag-ship signalled the fleet to 
return. The transports arrived at Cairo about 
8 o'clock. The gunboats have not yet arriv- 
ed. 

It is currently reported and believed that 
Gen. Buell occupied Nashville to-day. Gen- 
erals Cullora and Paine accompanied the ex- 
pedition, the former with Commodore Foole. 

Gov. Kirkwood, of Iowa, arrived to-day. 

Com. Foote arrived from tho Cumberland 
yesterday, on the Conestoga, and left to-day 
down the river, on the Conestoga. 

The Forty-second regiment, or First regi- 
ment Douglas Brigade, has arrived from 
Smithton, M"., and is quartered in Fort Holt. 
The regiment numbers about 600 men. 

The Conestoga, a day or two since, picked 
up some torpodoes floating. They were about 
three feet long, with a rod ending in a trident 
attached to the side. A boat striking the tri- 
dent, would force it upon a cap, causing an 
explosion. 

The report that Capt. R. R. Hopkins, 
Company H, Eighteenth Illinois, proved him- 
self a coward at Donelson, is entirely false. 
He was sick, as is shown by a certificate from 
the surgeon of his division. The story was 
spread about by a mean her of his company. 

On Saturday night, 1, H O cavalry left Pa- 
dueah to attempt the capture of tho notorious 
Clay King and his band of ruffians, who are 
committing depredations upon Union men in 
that vicinity. Thero are ten thousand troops 
at Padueah this morning. The loss of the 
Forty-first Illinois at the battle of Donelson 
is, in killed 100, wounded and missing 300.
